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Strike support 
committee forms

More than 150 people, Inc- 
luding students, professors, 
teaching assistants, and un- 
ion members established a 
support committee for Mc- 
Gill’s striking service workers 
at a' meeting last night. The 
assembled group created a 
smaller co-ordinating commit- 
tee with the mandate to put 
“legitimate and lawful press- 
ure on the administration to 
end a useless and stupid 
strike." 

The workers, who have been 
on strike since Monday, are 
striking over job security and 
working conditions. Union ne- 
gotiator Simon Berlin told the 
group, “Major monetary Iss- 
ues have already been settled 
In a common front with other 
Quebec universities. 25 artic- 
les dealing with union rights, 
procedure. Job security, etc., 
are being disputed." 

The articles In contention 
are acquired rights which the 
administration Is trying to 
renegotiate. 

Berlin said that "the McGill 
administration Is making a 
concerted and systematic att- 
ack on the status quo.” 

The group was also told that 
the union had just been served 
with a temporary Injunction 
limiting the strikers to five 
plcketers at Roddick Gates 
only. Anyone caught violating 



the Injunction could be sub- 
ject to a $50,000 fine and or 
one year In jail. The Injunction 
does not prohibit persons from 
assembling off campus as 
long a3 they do not carry 
pickets or obstruct passage 
Into the university. 

Berlin said, "We don’t go 
looking for a strike. We know 
strikes are difficult for a lot of 
people. ..We want to get this 
settled as quickly as possi- 
ble; That's why we want help 
from students and staff." 

In response to the union's 
request, the assembly agreed 
■ to encourage students and 
staff to respect the strike by 
not entering the university. 
Concrete actions the group 
agreed Include passing out 
leaflets, asking McGill clubs 
and associations to encour- 
age thelrmembers to support 
the strike and circulating a 
petition. 

The co-ordinating commit- 
tee will provide liaison for 
those represented at the mee- 
ting. Information regarding the 
strike support committee can 
be obtained by phoning 
392-8957. 

Meanwhile, vice-principal 
academic Elgll Pedersen Iss- 
ued a statement today assur- 
ing students that they will not 
be penalized .should they 
decide to respect picket lines. 
(See box, page 1). a. 



Pedersen’s letter to 
students concerning 
service workers’ strike 



Freedom of conscience 
applies to students as well 
as to staff with respect to 
any strike on the campus. 

Students wljo, for reasons 
of conscience, wish to res- 
pect picket lines, must be 
allowed to do so without 
penalty as far as It Is 
possible. 

In almost all cases, stud- 
ents who do not attend 
classes will not be able to 
make up all that they miss. 
However, It Is hoped that 
students can make arrange- 
ments to obtain copies of 
notes, handouts, and the like 
from classmates. 

A student not wishing to 
cross picket lines should 
write his Instructor to this 
effect. Instructors should 



take all reasonable steps to 
assure that students wishing 
to respect picket lines not be 
penalized. These steps will 
Include: (1) the waiving of 
deadlines which fall within 
the strike period (at present 
unpredlctable);(2) the delay- 
ing of the setting of examin- 
ations or In the event that 
examinations must be set, 
the opportunity for students 
to write make-up exams after 
the Impasse has been resol- 
ved ;(3) such reasonable arr- 
angements as can be arrived 
at bilaterally between the 
Individual students and their 
Instructors to minimize any 
inconvenience.

Candidates discuss strike

Six of the 34 candidates 
vying for Arts and Sciences 
Undergraduate Society (ASUS) 
executive positions say they 
support the current McGill 
maintenance workers' strike. 

At a meet-the-candidates 
meeting yesterday, candidat- 
es were asked whether they 
were respecting the* picket 
lines. 

Of the three presidential 
candidates, only Bruce Ness 
said he "supports the strike.” 
Ness'dld not explain how he is 
supporting the workers. Presi- 
dential candidate Howard 
Gold said It was "for the 
•students to decide." He added 
that the ASUS should help to 
make information available so 
that students will be able to 
make an informed decision. 
The third presidential candid- 
ate, Tim Richards, * said he 
was "not aware enough of the 
Issues” to make a decision. 

Others who expressed sup- 
port for the strlke"Were Patrick 
Macklem and Andy Wheatley, 
both of whom are running for 
arts representatives to Counc- 
il and vp arts candidates Jill 
Hugesson, Charles Cook and 
Jeff Thaler. 

Only 16 of the 34 candidates 
made an appearance at the 
meeting, one of whom was the 
brother of a sick candidate. 

Issues discussed by the 
candidates Included many of 
the old chestnuts: a student 
directory, Improved speakers 
program, more club Input Into 



executive decision making, a 
study week and more funding 
for the ASUS publication, "The 
Obseiw." 

Novel proposals came from 
Charles Cooke, who wants to 
give Leacock double entry 
doors and Patrick Macklem, 
who says he will urge Stud- 
ents’ Council to strike a 



committee to examine sexual 
harassment at McGill. 

Two of the presidential 
candidates support Students’ 
Society’s fees Increase pro- 
posal. Only Richards said he 
“was not aware enough about 
the fee Increase” to make a 
decision. 



Students’ Society budget 
behind by 40,000 bucks

The Students' Society Is 
$40,000 behind budget, and its 
financial situation Is "very 
poor", reported Councillor 
Brad Armstrong of the Joint 
Management Committee at a 
meeting last night. 

"We have to be very caut- 
ious about future spending of 
the Society, and. not spend 
any money not authorized In 
the budget," said Armstrong. 

This prompted Council to 
unanimously pass a motion 
that a financial report be given 
at every meeting. 

Armstrong cited unbudgeted 
. losses to Sadie’s, the vending 
machines, the cafeteria, SST 
Typesetting Services, and al- 
so a drop In sales at Gertrudes 
Pub as reasons for the situat- 
ion. The pub, which was 
budgeted to make $95,000 only 
made a little over $16,000. 



The unbudgeted and unapp- 
roved spending of $500 by a 
Referendum Committee was 
also criticized. 

Vp finance Alan Berdowskl 
questioned the severity of the 
situation. "It's not all that 
bleak," he said. "Figures are 
not always as they appear." 

"We had unforeseen start- 
up costs with the vending 
machines, but sales are now 
on the way up. The pub 
renovations took six weeks 
Instead of the budgeted week 
and a half, and we've doubled 
the security. We still have a 
chance to break even." 

When questioned, president 
John MacBaln said he did not 
have a contingency plan If the 
Society ended up with a 
deficit., "I do not see an 
emergency at all at present, 
but If there Is a deficit, we can 
deal with It next year." • •

As such, world class skating 
is also Intensely political. 
Unlike skiing, running or 
bobsledding where com- 
petitors are marked by a 
neutral clock, skaters are 
judged by the subjective eyes 
of nine International judges. 
Judging breaks down along 
East-West lines and more 
seasoned competitors receive 
higher marks even though a 
newcomer might be more 
talented. No one has been 
more outspoken on the topic 
of international judging than 
bronze medalist Toller 
Cranston. He claimed that

of feeling Soviet wrath If they 
gave a western skater 
anything over 5.5 (a perfect 
mark In skating Is 6.0).

Pinter Finds a Home

As the cast of The 
Homecoming trooped off 
stage aftertheir dress 
rehearsal the other night, 

Hugh Ball lagged behind. His 
face was a mixture of 
Innocence and bewilderment. 
‘-‘Nobody èvor laughed before," 
he explained to his director 
Howard Nemetz. "We thought 
it was all so serious." A 
couple of newcomers'in the 
audience had spent the 
evening In seizures of 
hysterical laughtérand their 
merriment had the cast just a 
little unnerved. 

Haroldj’lnterls a 
dangerously funny playwright’ 
from London. He first captured 
the imaginations of serious 
playgoers there In the late 
fifties with jarring works like 
The Birthday Party and The 
Caretaker that eventually 
came to be known as 
‘comedies of menace’. The ' 
Homecoming, which opened 
last night in the Players’ 
Theatre upstairs In the Union, 
represents both the 
conclusion and the 
culmination of Pinter's early 
period. 

Plnterdld away with the. 
threatening Intruder that had 
proven to be his trademark up 
until then. He made this 
departure at the risk of taking 
all the electrical charges out 
of his work. However, with The 
Homecoming, Pinter plugged 
Into a far more potent dramatic 
generator: he set out to give 
us his vision of family life, that 
no man's land of such 
precarious checks and 
balances. 

Inihe early flfites, Pinter 
toured Ireland acting in a 
repertory company. He was 
taken by a fragment In an 



obscure quarterly by one 
Samuel Beckett. This was just 
before Waiting for Godot 
turned the playgoing world on 
Its earand made Beckett 
-famous overnight. Pinter has 
remained a fan ever since and 
he admits that his debt to the 
darkly humorous Irishman Is * 
great. Everyone has remarked 
upon the lifetime of spleen 
and ennui that The 
Homecoming seems to be 
founded on, but only a 
committed few have 
appreciated the real care the 
writer has taken as he carves 
these choked lives. 

Only those committed few 
will make It through the 
harrowing sequence at the end 
of the first act, but they will 
laugh that much harder when 
they come back for Act Twp. - 
For these few, Howard Nemetz 
has directed a shining 
production that reflects 
throughout a real 
understanding of Pinter’s 
people. Guy Lydster, who 
Players subscribers will 
remember from Inspector 
Hound In the fall, offers a fine, 
roughly hewn performance as 
Max, the angry old man of the 



house. Lydster achieves the 
crusty majesty of Paul Rogers 
performance in the original 
cast time and again. This is no 
small feat: Lydster must have 
quite a bit of experience at 
playing impotent monarchs, 
judging from the elan with 
which he tackles this 
kitchenette King Lear. The 
delivery of Max's final 
poignant tirade Is masterful. 

Robert Janes as Lenny is no 
less masterful. Janes plays 
the sarcastic braggart and 
pimp with a mad smirk, a long 
face and the tainted 
jauntiness of a con man. The 
scene In which Lenny In a 
faded silk dressing gown 
buttonholes his brother’s wife, 
tells hera couple of dubious 
and gratuitously violent 
stories and then abruptly 
inquires if he might hold her 
hand Is quite beautifully done 
In parts. Lenny has been 
unabashedly mean In the 
opening scene, but here In the 
second scene he comes on as 
a touchingly helpless . 
character. Janes, wide-eyed 
and earnest, gives us a 
disarmingly forlorn Image as 
the scene begins. * 



Ruth quickly takes 
command, rising to Lenny’s 
veiled challenges. Louise Kohl 
gives us a delicately 
restrained performance 
without blurring any of the 
mysterious changes that take 
place in hercharacteras the 
play moves relentlessly 
towards its final tableau. 
Kohl’s Ruth cuts a figure of 
killing sophistication and the 
grin that breaks out on Joey 
the boxer and demolition 
worker’s face when he sets 
eyes upon her Is marvellous In 
its predatory spontaneity. 

Warren Bailey's lumbering 
as Joey is a tiny bit overdone 
at times, but over the whole 
evening he succeeds In 
communicating the barely 
contained sexual urge that 
Impends at all times In Joey's 
presence. His lunkheaded 
analysis of the scope of his . 
sexual appetite Is so curt yet 
Indignantly self-righteous in 
Its sawed-off way that It 
proves to be perhaps the 
play’s most hilarious moment. 

Coming In a close second to 
the moment when Joey holds 
forth about the relative merits 
of "going the whole hog" with 



a girl, is the moment when 
Christian St. Pierre as Teddy 
the college professor 
suggests piously that perhaps ’ 
the reason his wife didn’t 
condescend to Joey's 
advances Is that she was ^ 
merely indulplnn In a bit of 
"loveplay.". St. Pierre intones 
those two syllables like a high 
priest In a temple of erotica. w 
His professorial manner is so 
slde-splittingly genteel that he* 
usurps Clark Kent’s throne in 
the mild manners department. 

Hugh Ball’s Sam Is a 
round-shouldered, 
splay-footed, hard-nosed 
creature who burrows his way 
through the living room jungle " 
that Pinter has fashioned » 
among these loving family 
members. I liked Sam's * - 
snarling in the second act, but 
1 found It out of place and 
unbalancing in the first. The 
opening scene, a crackling " 
exchange, fails here because 
Sam is fartoo venomous, so 
much so that he almost 
overshadows Max. Sam needs 
to be seemingly harmless, r 
deceptively pliant meat, in 
.fact, for the butcher Max. *. - 
Things really only pick up In 
the second scene for that 
reason. Janes’ Lenny Is 
brilliant In conversation, but 
he falls off seriously as a 
raconteur. The telling of tall 
tales Is hurried : too dry a 
rendering of such rich 
material. 

Nevertheless go and see 
The Homecoming for yourself. “ 
It's wonderfully nasty and at 
times breathtaking. Pinter has 
said that he writes about ,, 
people at the hearth of their 
existence so the sparks are , - 
(lying at the Players' Theatre 
right now. r •

The Handmaidens of God Is 
a French Canadian 
documentary made by Diane 
Letourneau about a 
disappearing order of nuns In 
Sherbrooke.

Only In America

In the past, several fllm 
makers have explored the idea 
of what would happen If a man 
reared In Isolation was 
suddenly thrust onto the 
world. Until now, the best In 
the genre have been Truffaut’s 
L’Enfant Sauvage and 
Herzog's The Enigma of 
Kaspar Hauser, but they must 
now share the honour with Hal 
Ashby's Being There. Chance 
.the gardener encounters a 
society which Is as 
incomprehendlng as It Is 
incomprehensible, 
y. Peter Sellers plays Chance, 
a very nice sub-Intelllgent man 
who has tended Old Man's 
garden since he was a child, 
many years ago. The garden 
and the house are his entire 
universe, beyond which he 
has never been allowed to 
venture. His only view on the 



world outside comes through 
his remote control colour TVs. 
It Is a good life: Jessica 
brings him his meals when he 
Is hungry; he loves to tend the 
roses and the hedges and 
above all he enjoys watching 
talk shows, new3, slt-coms, 
game shows and old movies. 

This secure world Inevitably 
falls apart, when Old Man 
dies, and Chance Is soon 
forced out onto the streets of 
Washington, D.C. to seek a 
comfortable sequel. He is at 
first astonished by the world 
("It’s like television, only 
bigger”) and then Intimidated. 
In an unforgettable scene a 
street punk pulls a knife on 
Chance and he pulls out his 
remote control switch and 
tries to change the channel. 

Before long, It is the world’s 
turn to be astonished by 
Chance. A limousine bashes 



The Marriage of Marla Braun 
and Werner Herzog’s 
Woyzeck, have not been 
shown at all. These two 
directors are part of a West 
German cinematic movement 
that may be the most. vital and 
creative In the world today. In 
the movies mentioned and In 
others, the German 
filmmakers have managed to 
find a new point of 
perspective, one that Is sad, 
detached, tearless and 
graphic. Fascinating and 
compelling stuff. A pity we 
don't get a chance to see It. 



Two money-making 
‘science fiction' films, Star 
Trek and The Black Hole, 
came to neighbourhood, -mo- 
theatres around Christmas ; 
These marked a continuation 
of the trend of writers and 
directors to conceive of 
science fiction pictures either 
as comic strips brought to life 
(like Star Wars) or as a sort of 
adolescent metaphysics qua 
morality qua religion (like 
Close Encounters of the Third 



Kind). Personally, Ipreferthe 
former. Star Wars didn't 
pretend to be anything other 
than what it was and the result 
was good, unabashed fun 
(even If I wouldn’t sit through a 
silly plot like George Lucas' 
more than once). The latest 
two, though both have 
redeeming qualities, 
unhappily fit into the latter • 
category. In Star Trek It Is nice 
to see the old crew back 
together, and the subdued 
pacing of the action is 
refreshingly different and well 
done. The Black Hole has 
occasionally excellent 
special effects. Yet at a basic 
level both have a moral to sell, 
and all else Is ultimately 
subservient to that. 

Because of the nature of the 
subject matter (the 
unknowablllty and size of the 
universe, etc.) science fiction 
cinema can aspire to a real 
mysticism (no, the term is not 
a pejorative) that Is something 
In form and content like 
Conrad’s prose or Yeats’

Chauncey Gardiner as a great 
thinker In the eye of the 
networks, and thence the 
nation. 

This may sound like the 
story line of an old Jerry Lewis 
flick, with the Joke growing 
thinner by the minute. The 
temptation to sink Into farce Is 
an ever present hazard, one 
that the last brilliant look at 
America through the Glass 
Teat, Network, was unable to . 
avoid. Instead, Being There 
carries Itself with subtlety and 
warmth throughout. 

Peter Sellers has played 
many a misunderstood 
character, but never before 
has he maintained his dignity 
as well. (Of course, It Is 
mistaken for "Intenseness" or 
"being natural".) He Is 
supported by a strong script 
from Jerzy Koslnskl, adapted 
'from his own novel. The 
.understated, Vonnegutlsh 
pace of the book has been * - 
carefully transferred to the 
screen by director Hal Ashby, 
whose previous movies 
include Harold and Maude, 

The Last Detail and Coming 
Home. He has done a first rate 
job of blending the Images of 
the big eye with "live" action 
and a highly appropriate 
soundtrack. The reserved even 
tone makes for extended 
periods of groaning and 
chortling from the audience. 
Only during the final credits do 
the guffaws burst Into 
hysterical shrieks. It’s a 
suitably twisted conclusion to 
a marvelously twisted movie.

poetry. We don’t always 
understand the vision but we 
tend to find It affecting. I’m not 
sure whether he succeeded or 
not, but Stanley Kubrick made 
a grand (and possibly over- 
ambitious) attempt at this in 
2001: A Space Odyssey. I 
found it Infinitely more 
rewarding than any science 
fiction I have seen since. No 
one seems Interested 
anymore. 

I spent part of last weekend 
at a twenty-four hour science 
fiction marathon at Boston's 
Orson Welles Cinema. Not 
being as young as I once was, 

I only stayed for 8 hours or so. 
In this time I saw about five 
features and two plots. 

Though there were no 
dynamically different stories 
. there were a couple of well 
made films and I managed to 
come away with a couple of 
recommendations. 

Them! has the rather strange'' 
distinction of being the best 
giant Insect film ever made _ 
since the Beatles. The 
dialogue is pure 1950s, but 
Don Slegal’s direction is sure 
and the tension Is sometimes 
excellent. A Crack In the ; 
World is also a well paca{J if 
unbelievable thriller, with 
some good work from Dana 
Andrews. The worst film I 
managed to see was Robinson 
Crusoe on Mars (no, I’m not 
kidding) which was 
occasionally so bad it was 
hilarious. This starred Paul 
Mantee and the Immortal 
Adam West (If you don’t 
remember him, you’ve never 
watched TV). All these films 
are easy to see every couple 
of months on television.

From an early age skaters 
live three quarters of their 
lives In the arenas without 
summer vacations. However, 
this time commitment does 
not guarantee that skaters will 
experience success. After 
eight years of their life devote 
to Olympic training, Randy 
Gardner and Tai Babilonla had 
to withdraw from competition 
due to Gardner’s groin Injury. 
(Said Coach John Nicks when 
he pulled his star team from 
the ice: "If they would have 
skated It would only have 
placed them, especially Tai, In 
serious danger.’’) 

After they withdrew, the pair 
were still held in high esteem. 
Over four thousand telegrams 
were sent to the pair and the 
Olympic arena was covered In 
signs: "Tai and Randy are Still 
Gold to U.S." and "Tai and 
Randy are Gold In Our 
Hearts." 

— In thlrrlch man’s sport, the 
annual cost of producing a 
champion such as Dorothy 
Hamill or a pair like Tai 
Babilonla and Randy Gardner- 
can well run Into the tens of 
thousands. In terms oflce 
time and lessons it can send 
even wealthy families into the 
poor house. 

Nowhere in the vast realm 
of athletics Is the misplaced 
step so costly; nowhere is • 
miscalculation so expensive. 

But the benefits sometimes 
outweigh the expenditures. 
Both Karen Magnussen and 
Dorothy Hamill signed six 
figure skating contracts with 
the Ice Capades. Toller 
Cranston alone received three 
million dollars for producing 
his own ice show. And the 
bids by the Ice. Capades, Ice 
Follies and Holiday on Ice for 
the talents of Babilonla and 
Gardner (who are expected to 
turn pro after next month’s 
world competitions) will un- 
doubtedly be extremely high. 

Also there Is a demand for 
qualified coaches around the 
world and a name skater can 
start off at fifty dollars an hour 
for lessons. (Most coaches in 
the Montreal area range from 
twelve to twenty-two dollars 
per hour.) 

Commercial opportunities 
skaters also abound. It first 
started when three time V 
Olympic champion Sonia 
Henie appeared In Hollywood 
movies. Now we have Karen 
Magnussen for Flelschman’s, 
Janet Lynn for Kodak, and 
Dorothy Hamill for Short and 



Sassy. 

So now the world watches 
and waits as the Lake Placid 
arena becomes a bat- 
tleground. Already the pairs -, 
and dance finals have been 
decided but the singles In 
men’s and ladies promise to 
contain the most interesting 
competition of the Olympic 
Games. Triple jumps and 
overhead lifts look simple and 
smooth but the lljuslon of 
complete mastery covers a 
lifetime of extensive training, 
hard work, no social life, strict 
self-discipline, joys of winning 
and the sorrows of losing. The 
masterful performance imbues 
athlete and audience alike 
with a sense of artistic ac- 
complishment all in pursuit of 
one dream — the cherished 
Olympic gold.
